Summary of reasons for decision: 

This DVD slick contains strong images of sex, in the context of promoting a sexually explicit DVD. 

This material is likely to adversely affect the development of impressionable children and younger 
teenagers who are still in the process of forming sexual attitudes and behaviours. The performers are 
youthful in appearance and are presented as “Scouts”. However, while it not possible to determine 
the age of the performers with confidence, in this instance the Scout uniforms are not particularly 
convincing, and the performers present as older groups rather than the younger Boy Scouts. Having 
considered these factors the publication cannot be said to meet the threshold of tending to promote 
or support the exploitation of children or young persons for sexual purposes under s3(2)(a) of the 

Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The slick is classified as objectionable except 
if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. This 
classification is a reasonable limit on the right to freedom of expression provided by sl4 of the New 

Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
